Calvin Coolidge is to write a history 
of the United States which is ex- 
pected to endure for 5,000 centuries. 

It is to be as brief and terse as the 


former President’s conversation, and, 
although Mr. Coolidge is one of the 
highest-paid writers per word, he will 
not receive a cent for the narrative. 
The former President, according to 
the Mount Rushmore National e- 
morial Association, has accepted an 
invitation to write historical data to 
be engraved beside the colossal fig- 
ures of Washington, Jefferson, Lin- 
coln and Roosevelt upon the granite 
face of the Black Hills mountain. 
Mount Rushmore is near Keystone. 
The history will be Mr. Coolidge’s 
contribution to the memorial which 
he dedicated during his Summer 
vacation in the Black Hills in 1927.

JAPAN FINALLY SIGNS 
SHIP. LIQUOR TREATY | 


Ambassador and Acting Secretary 
of State Seal Compact for 
Search of Vessels.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16. — Japan | 
was today added to the list of na- 
tions having ship liquor treaties with | 
the United States when Joseph P. | 
Cotton, Acting ‘Gecretary of State, |

Ambassador, exchanged ratifications | 
of a convention to aid in the preven- | 
tion of the smuggling of alcoholic | 
liquors into the United States, which | 
was signed May 31, 1928.

Under the treaty Japanese vessels | 
may bring liquor into American | 
waters under seal. They also may be |

The Baltimore & Ohio and the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, according to 
this information, will within a few) 
weeks give notice that they will ac-} 
cept the commission’s program, 
with certain reservations. The 
Wabash was reported ready to do 
likewise. 

There are also reports that the 
New York Central is preparing to 
accept in principle the commidsion’s 
plan. 

There are no intimations as to the 
attitude of the Pennsylvania. 

These developments came rapidly 
today following the commission’s ac- 
tion in ordering the Baltimore & 
Ohio to divest itself of its heavy 
stock holdings, amounting to virtual 
control, of the Western Maryland, a 
coal road, which under the commis- 
gion’s consolidation plan is allotted 
to the Wabash-Seaboard system. 

It was considered significant that 
the attitude of the rail systems was 
permitted to become known on the 
eve of the argument scheduled to- 
morrow before the full commission 
on the application of the Baltimore 
& Ohio for authority to acquire stock

AMERICANS WILL PROTEST | 


Is Felt, in

Is Not Contemplated.

PARIS, Jan. 16.—The bills for the 
new French tariffs on imported 
automobiles and parts were intro- 
duced in the Chamber of Deputies 
this afternoon. Preliminary examina- 
tion of the proposed increases by 
tariff experts of American com- 
panies confirmed fears that adoption 
of the measures will result in the 
elimination of American motor cars 
and spare parts from the French 
market. 

Representatives of American in- 
terests in France will meet tomorrow 
morning to consider a formal state- 
ment of the American position to be 
presented to the Tariff Commission 
of the French Chamber. The projects 
were at once referred to the Tariff 
Commission after their presentation 
to the Deputies. 

The proposed bills have 
pressive backing of the President of 
the Republic, the Minister Com- 
merce, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and the Minister of Finance, 
and, while there cannot be much 
doubt regarding the eventual inten- 
tions of the government, American 
motor-car men are somewhat relieved 
by the indivation conveyed to Am- 
bassador Edge by the _ highest 
officials that the measures 
will not be hurried through Parlia- 
ment at present. Those who are 
égacking the project, including Louis 
Renault, leader in the French auto- 
mobile industry, and several influ- 
ential members of the Tardieu Gov- 
ernment, have been urging its imme- 
diate adoption, and the Americans 
were prepared for such people to 
interpret the delay as nothing more 
than a ‘‘stay of execution,’’ since the 
determination of French automobile 
interests as well as a strong influ- 
ence within the Government itself to 
put through the new rates remains 
undiminished.

Reliance has been put in Eielson’s 


ability to endure the hardship of a 
life of icy exile. He carried supplies 
months when he took off 
from Teller, Alaska, and could have 
husbanded food to make it last for 
a longer period. 

Three weeks ago the aid of the So- 
viet Government was enlisted as well 
as that of Canadian and Alaskan fli- 
ers and since then the search has 
been daily intensified. 

Various stories of persons having 
heard the plane as night fell on Nov.

According to reports received by 
the women from the Senators, there 
would be between fifteen and twenty 
votes against accession when the| 
matter comes to a vote. The lower! 
figure was the estimate given by| 
Senator Allen of Kansas, who told| 
them that the fate of the protocol 
depends upon Senator Borah, and| 
that they should appoint a commit- 
tee to see him, 

Senator Capper of Kansas expressed 
the belief that the World Court 
would not come before the Senate 
before April. 

Senator McNary, of Oregon, told 
his visitors that he is working as 
hard for ratification as they are, 
and predicted only twenty votes 
against ratification when it comes 
up for discussion. 

Of all the States reported on, In- 
diana was the only one in which 
both Senators were described as be- 
ing unalterably opposed to America 
joining the World Court.

GOVERNOR RENEWS 


BOND ISSUE DEMAND 


Says State Will Face Serious 
Situation Next Year Unless 
Legislature Acts Now. 


DEFENDS RISE IN BUDCET 


In Bond Club Talk, He Challenges 
Critics to Tell Where Money 
Could Be Saved Wisely. 


Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
called upon the Legislature yester- 
day to authorize a new bond issue 
at the present session as the best 
means of solving the financial prob- 
lems which will confront the State 
Government in another year. Unless 
the bond issue is submitted to the 
voters next Fall, he declared, heavier 
taxes must be imposed or some of 
the State's work eliminated. 

Speaking at a luncheon given in 
his honor by the Bond Club at the 
Bankers Club, the Governor de- 
fended the $46,000,000 rise in the new 
budget as necessary to maintain the 
established pace of State govern- 
mental functions and criticized the 
failure of the Legislature to allow 
him to put through the bond issue 
last year. 

While there would be a $60,000,000 
surplus in the State treasury on July 
1, he said, the fact that the expendi- 
tures under the augmented budget 
must be met from current revenues 
instead of from bonded funds would 
leave the State with only a $10,000,000 
surplus at the end of the next fiscal 
year. The budget for the following 
year, he said, must again be in- 
creased and the State then would 
face a deficit unless the bond issue 
were voted to provide funds for 
carrying on the governmental pro- 
gram. 

Holds Bond IIssue Essential. 


The demand for the new bond issue 
was a renewal of statements made 
in his annual message to the Legis- 
lature earlier this year when he 
sketched briefly his proposal for 
meeting the financial problem. Yes- 
terday’s call to the Legislature was 
a more fully documented plea, with 
detailed figures based on the new 
budget statistics. 

If the bond issue, which he favored 
but later compromised upon, had 
been allowed to go through last year, 
the Governor said, the State would 
have been in a position where it 
could have at least considered the 
possibility of ‘‘some slight reduction 
in the income tax on the same basis 
as the reduction that has been given 
by the Federal Government.’’ In- 
stead of this, he said, with the bond 
issue refused, the State faced a defi- 
nite financial problem. 

Defends Budget Increase. 

In justification of the $46,000,000 
increase in the budget, which brings 
the total to $311,000,000, the largest 
in the history of the State, the Gov- 
ernor traced the growth of State 
functions such as aid to the ill, in- 
jured and mentally deranged, the 
construction of many new highways, 
the larger building programs and the 
greatly increased assistance to educa- 
tion.

Emergency Bills Signed. 


Governor Roosevelt has signed all | 
the emergency fiscal bills passed by | 
the Legislature last week. They in- 
clude measures validating acts by | 
the building sites commission pro- 
nounced illegal in the Court of Ap-| 
peals decision on the executive bud- | 
get. One of the approved bills} 
makes an appropriation of $315,000 | 
for the immediate construction of | 
prison cantonments to relieve con- 
gestion at the established penal in- 
stitutions of the State.

‘SCORES FRENCH TEXTBOOKS 


Prof. Hayes Says They Distort Hls- 
tory to Glorify France. 


Elementary school textbooks in 
France are excessively nationalist in

The wounded man is A. Steve Cot4 
ovan, 40 years old, of 2,700 Bronx 
Park Avenue East, who was held aj 
prisoner, charged with felonious as-* 
sault, in the Lincoln Hospital, where® 
he was taken for treatment for a! 
bullet wound in the back. Patrolmang 
Harry Kiritz of the Morrisania sta- 
tion, who wounded him, believed ha? 
had also wounded another man, but 
no such casualty was reported. 

Kiritz was patrolling a neighbor- 
hood in which attempts are being 
made to unionize the clerks employed 
in fruit and vegetable stores, many if 
of whom are out on strike to enforce § 
their demands. Some of the strikers 
and their sympathizers who had con- 
gregated at the corner of Union Ave< 
nue and 161st Street became incensed 
when Kiritz ordered them to dis- 
perse.

HAMPERED BY LACK OF LAW 


Says State Act Is “Dead Letter’— 
Suggests a Central Bureau of 
Private Companies. 


United States Attorney Tuttle an- 
| nounced yesterday that he would at 
}once begin an inquiry before the 
grand jury into the methods and 
practices of the bail-bond runners 
| operating in this jurisdiction. About 
|a@ year ago Mr. Tuttle conducted such 
lan inquiry before Commissioner 
| O'Neill, with the result that the com- 

panies doing most of the bail busi- 
ness agreed that each of them would 
have only one representative and one 
alternate in the Federal Building, 
and that any representative who was 
offensive to Mr. Tuttle would be dis- 


missed. 

At that time it developed, Mr. 
Tuttle said, that there were close 
connections between the bail-bond 
runners and a ‘“‘small ring of law- 
yers.’’ This connection, it was said, 
would be discontinued and not more 
than the maximum premium allowed 
by the State law would be charged. 
That understanding between r. 
Tuttle and the bail-bond runners evi- 
dently did not last long. In his state- 
ment Mr. Tuttle said: 

“A recent further investigation 
prosecuted by me privately convinced 
me that the same gang is at it again, 
this time using intermediaries or 
buffers who make the excess charges, 
I made a demand several days ago 
upon several surety companies that 
they suspend for at least six months 
certain runners whom I regard as 
the worst offenders.”’

At 
any rate, I am now ans be- 
fore our grand jury some of those 
individuals who do most of this busi- 
ness, in order to see whether I can 
dig out of them in private and under 
oath the truth about this whole dirty 
subject. For my own part, I am sick 
and tired of seeing this rotten thing 
go on. I will be only too happy to 
assist any State official who will 
swing a big club against it under the 
State law, and I am calling to the 
attention of the Wickersham com- 
mittee to the lamentable absence of 
any Federal statute regulating the 
bail bond business.’’ 


Calls State Law Dead. 


Mr. Tuttle explained that any ac- 


tion he takes in the matter must be 
limited to Federal business. He said 


that the State law applying to bail 
bonds presented.to State judicial of- | 
ficials for approval was apparently a 
dead letter and if there had ever 


been any prosecution or revocation 
of the license of any bail-bond run- 
ner he had not heard of it. He ex- 
plained: 

“T am not stating this as any crit- 
icism of any one. I am merely call- 
ing attention to the fact that the 
State law contains in itself perfectly 
effective means for dealing sum- 
marily with these illegal and extor- 
tionate practices upon the multitude 
of persons arrested for petty of- 
fenses (State or Federal) who are 
poor or ignorant of their rights. This 
State law limits the maximum pre- 
mium to 3 per cent of the amount of 
the bond, and requires the person 
or corporation furnishing the bail to 
file therewith an affidavit setting 
forth the consideration given for the 
bond and any collateral or indemnity 
furnished. The judicial officer ap- 
proving the bond is given power sum- 
marily to inquire as to whether any 
excess amount is charged; and the 
State Superintendent of Insurance is 
authorized to revoke the license of 
any bail-bond runner who violates 
the State law. Such a violation also 
is a misdemeanor, punishable in the 
State courts.”

CASTS STEEL SLABS 
IN REVOLVING DRUM 


New York Engineer, in Canton, 
Ohio, Demonstrates Device 
Using Centrifugal Force. 


TIME AND METAL ARE SAVED 


New Process Eliminates Two Oper- 
ations and Turns Out Steel | 
Ready for Rolling Mills. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CANTON, Ohio, Jan. 16.—Steel} 
engineers from all over the East this 
evening watched the demonstration 
of a casting machine which culmi- 
nated half a century of development 
in the steel industry. A drum seven 
feet in diameter, whirling at a 
terrific speed, molded slabs ready 
for use in bar and sheet mills. f 

The new device takes the place of 
the ingot molds, and eliminates the 
soaking pit and the blooming mill, 
substituting an investment of about 
$750,000 for one of $2,500,000. 

In addition, according to its in- 
ventor, Leon Cammen, a New York | 
consulting engineer, it makes possi- | 
ble an operating saving of between | 
$4 and $5 a ton in the cost of the! 
finished steel, and increases the ca- 


pacity of a mill by 15 per cent. 


The demonstration was held in the 
Canton plant of the Central Alloy 
Steel Corporation, which is under- 
stood to hold a license for its future 
use. Engineers attending included 
representatives of National Tube, 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube, and 


Wheeling, Bethlehem and Ludlum 
: Companies. 


E. T. Weir, chairman, and George 
R. Fink, president, of the new Na- 
tional Steel Corporation of Detroit 
and Cleveland, which is _ building 
plants in Detroit and Gary, Ind., also 
were present. 


Makes Five Revolutions a Second. 


The machine resembles a barrel 
churn, While it rotates at five revo- 
lutions a second, its perimeter trav- 
eling at the rate of 105 miles an 


hour, liquid steel is poured into one 
end. The speed of the revolving 
drum throws the metal against the 


sides and there it solidifies into 
curved slabs. When these cool they 
come out of the shallow molds on 
the interior of the drum and are 
ready to go direct to the rolling 
mills without the customary prelimi- 
nary work of crushing the ingot 
down to billet size. 

The twenty engineers stood on the 
pouring floor of the open hearth de- 
partment to watch this first com- 
mercial demonstration. As the ladle 
of molten steel approached the speed 
of the rotating drum was increased. 
The ladle tipped and the interior of 
the drum became incandescent. | 
Sparks whirled from its open end | 
in a display more spectacular than | 
that of any steel operation save the| 
Bessemer furnace. 

After a few moments the power 


was cut off and the drum ground 
slowly to a stop. The slablike in-| 
gots were lifted out and the churn 
was ready for another charge of hot | 
metal. | 

Mr. Cammen’s application of cen-| 
trifugal casting is not new in the 
metal industries, he explained, but 
it is new to large-scale steel plant 
practice, which has employed the| 
old-fashioned pouring method in 
solidifying the steel as it comes from 
the open hearth. An important ad- 
vantage, according to Mr. Cammen, 
is that his new form of slab does 


| metal. 


not have to be trimmed as ingots are 
trimmed, and this makes sible 
the 15 per cent saving in material. 


Device Weighs 35 Tons. 


The machine is said to have been 
made possible only in the last three 
or four years by the development of 


rolier bearings capable of carrying 
so great a weight at the necessary 


speed, and by the ability of steel 
forging companies to make a drum 


heavy enough to hold the liquid 
0 The drum and the molds in- 
side it weigh thirty-five tons. 

The first machine built was tested 
at the Niagara Falls plant of the 
Union Carbide and Carbon Company. 
A subsequent test was made at the 
Vandergrift plant of the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Company. This 
machine was the first of commercial 
size, or about six tons to a charge. 
They can be built, Mr. Cammen said, 
up to thirty tons capacity. 

Mr. Cammen’s company has li- 
censed 5,700,000 tons of annual steel 
production, he said today, but ex- 
pects to limit the licenses to 22,000,- 
000 tons of annual capacity, which is 
about two-thirds of the rolled steel 
capacity of the United States. 

Mr. Cammen was assisted in the 
construction of the machine by Rob- 
ert S. Haydock, a steel plant engi- 
neer who represented him in Canton. 

Prior to 1909, Mr. Cammen was a 
director of Russian steel works in 
the Ural Mountains, He has been in 
this country twenty years.

gold from this country. 

In the readjustment of the gold 
stocks of the more important coun- 
tries, the board said, gold in the 
United States was reduced by $105,- 
000,000 in the period from Oct. 25 to 
Dec. 31, and on the latter date the 
American holdings of $4,283,000,0°0 
were $417,000,000 under the record

But errors were discovered in thx 
balloting figures and examination of 
the ballots made by order of the Su 
preme Court gave Mr. Bennett the 
majority. This split the Republican 
ranks. Despite the fact that Mr. 
Bennett had won the party nomina- 
tion, many Republican clubs refused 
to permit him to make campaign 
speeches in their headquarters. Mr. 
Mitchel declined to withdraw and en- 
tered the Mayoralty race as Fusion 
candidate. The result was the elec- 
tion of Mayor Hylan by 149,975 plu- 
ralitv. Mitchel polled 149,307 votes 
and Bennett 53.678. 

The failure of the Republican or- 
ganization to give him its whole- 
hearted support embittered Mr. Ben- 
nett. In subsequent years he raised 
a revolt against Governor Whitman, 
opposing the latter's renomination 
for a third term. He also entered 
the race as a candidate for the Re-| 
publican Gubernatorial nomination. 
Then he withdrew that candidacy | 
and became a candidate for the nom- | 
ination for Lieutenant Governor. But

Success of Spanish Pianist’s 
First American Tour. 


PLAYS LISZT’S ETUDES 


He Also Scales the Heights of 
Beethoven’s “‘Sonata Appassion- 
ata’’—Philharmonic Concert.

An immense audience gathered yes- 
terday afternoon in Carnegie Hall 
for the last recital of the first Amer- 
ican tour of the pianist, Jose Iturbi. 
This audience by its proportions and 
temper bore witness to his excep- 


tional success here. Another virtuoso | 


could hardly have hoped to attract 
such a gathering with the special 
and formidable program that Mr. 
Iturbi had chosen. 
The recital, or that part of it list- 
ed on paper (Mr. Iturbi was playing 
encores when we left the hall), con- 
sisted of the Beethoven ‘‘Sonata

Isolated studies from 
the set, such as the ‘‘Feux Follets,”’ 
the ‘‘Ricordanza,”’ ‘‘Mazeppa,’’ ‘‘Pay- | 
sage,’’ ‘‘Harmonies du Soir,’’ have 
figured from time to time on pro- 
grams. To play the entire set at a) 
hearing is technically and interpre- 
tively a deed of derring-do, which | 
also asks something of the audience. 

There was special curiosity about 
Mr. Ifurbi’s interpretation of the 
“appassionata’’ sonata. If memory 
serves, he has not played Beethoven 
before in New York. How would he 
approach the familiar and colossal 
masterpiece? 

Mr. Iturbi applied to Beethoven the 
same characteristic methods which 
have brought him such success In 
other interpretive fields. He read the 
sonata, first of all, as a consummate 
musician. He read behind the notes, 
accepting expression marks as indi- | 
cations but not as boundaries of the 
composer's meaning. It was the read- 
ing of a musician who went to orig- 
inal sources—those of the printed 
scores—and not to other minds or to 
complacently accepted tradition, for 
his ideas. There was very fine 
clarity, taste, logic, thematic and 
also emotional coherency in this in- 
terpretation, which hy means of tone 
color and its fine scale of values did 
especial justice to the more intro- 
spective pages of the work. Then 
there were the sudden choleric out- | 
bursts, the more dramatic for a rela- 
tively subdued background. 

All this, so far as it went, which |! 
Was quite far, was excellent. But 
it must be said that something of 
the wild grandeur of the music was | 
lacking. It was a somewhat minia- 
ture or at least an overly objective | 
Beethoven. Perhaps this impression | 
would not have been if the pianist | 
had been able to summon a deeper | 
and greater tone, which, as it hap- 
pened, was not under the circum- 
stances a possibility. This music by 
its very proud and great and pas-| 
sionate nature calls for a depth, 
richness and plangency of musical | 
speech perhaps more necessary for | 
Beethoven, who seldom wrote well | 
for the piano, than for any other 
composer. As it was, the perform- 
ance was almost too well thought 
out, so that the listener wanted at 
certain moments to hear the inter- 
preter himself swept from his feet, | 
denied self-control, hurled headlong 
from his judgment seat by the tor- | 
rent and the passion of Beethoven, | 
and his cry for truth and liberty. A | 
fine performance, but Mr. Iturbi has | 
played more greatly. 

The Liszt, almost without excep-! 
tion, were superbly played, but they 
bad upon us the same effect as that 
of Mr. Iturbi’s performance of the | 
Liszt E-flat piano concerto earlier in| 
the season. It was the effect of al- 
most too fine and meticulous treat-} 
ment of Liszt. The ‘‘Etudes d’execu- 
tion transcendante,’’ for all the; 
amazing metamorphoses that they, 
underwent at Liszt’s hands, and for} 
all the imagination and originality | 
of style that they reveal, contain | 
much essentially poor music. This! 
music must not merely be played. It | 
must be super-played, and not only 
in the technical or coloristic sense. 
We heard brilliant and masterly per- 
formances of the very difficult 
studies yesterday. Only occasionally 
did we hear them played with the 
lordly swank, the extravagance, the 
blazing impvetuosity and. grandilo- 
quence of Liszt and his period. 

The player of this music must shut 
his eyes and hitch his wagon to a 
star. The music must be more real 
to him than itself, and the imagina- 
tion must complete and make the | 
more significant the grand gestures | 
of the composer.

Mengelberg Gives “Sinfonietta.” 

Mr. Mengelberg, conducting 
concert of the Philharn 
phony Orchestra last night in Carne- 
gie Hall, repeated one of his greatest 
achievements in this city, that is to 
say, his most impressive interpreta- 
tion of the ‘‘Lied von der Erde.’’ This 
performance was prefaced by the 
first performance anywhere of Ber- 
nard Wagenaar’s ‘‘Sinfonietta’’ for 
small orchestra. The soloists in the 
performance of Mahler’s work were 
Margaret Matzenauer, contralto, and 
Richard Crooks, tenor. 

Mr. Wagenaar, whose First sym 
phony was performed from manu- 
script by Mr. Mengelberg on Oct. 7, | 
1928, has now turned to the smaller | 
form of the ‘‘Sinfonietta.’’ In this | 
he follows the modern trend toward | 
conciseness and economy of materi- | 
al, although a large orchestra is 
used for two movements of the small 
“Sinfonietta.’’ This ‘‘Sinfonietta,”’ | 
says Mr. Wagnaar in the program 
book, ‘‘is intended primarily, of 
course, as an expression of beauty, | 
but further than that it deals with | 
no problem save for its form. Its | 
mood is light, even somewhat sar- | 
castic—not following any particularly | 
programmatic idea, but simply be- | 
cause I felt that way.”’

| Both sides at The Hague confer-

FELICITIES OF AMENDMENT. 


Save under professional compul- |

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GEN. WODEHOUSE 


DIES AT AGE OF 77/EX-PROSECUTOR, DIES} 


Former Army Commander in 
India and South Africa— 
Ex-Governor of Bermuda. 


FOUGHT AFGHAN AND ZULU 


Wounded While on Indian Frontier 
—Chum of Prince Imperial of 
France, Killed in South Africa. 


Wireless to Taz New Yore Toves. 
LONDON, Jan. 16.—General Sir) 
Josceline Heneage Wodehouse, for-| 
mer Governor of Bermuda and for- 
mer army commander in South) 
Africa and India, died at his home | 
in Farnham, Surrey, today, at the| 
age of 77. In his cadet days he was 
a friend of the future Lord Kitch-| 
ener and the ill-fated Prince Imperial, 
son of Napoleon III. The Prince and 
General Wodehouse served in the} 
same artillery battery and were in- 
separable companions, having volun- 
teered together for the Zulu War, 

in which the Prince was killed. 





General Wodehouse saw service in| 
practically every colonial disturbance 
of Britain’s far-flung empire during 
the last decades of the nineteenth 
century. 

Born on July 17, 1852, the son of 
Admiral George Wodehouse, he was 


educated at the Royal Military 
Academy at Woolwich and was com- 
missioned in the Royal Artillery in 
1872. In 1879 he served in the Zulu 
War, and in the next year fought 
with the horse artillery in the Afghan 
War. From 1883 to 1894 he was in 
the Sudan, serving the last seven 
years of this term as Governor of 
the Egyptian frontier province. In 
1897 he was on the Indian frontier, 
and in the next year, while in com- 
mand of the Third Brigade, Mala- 
kand field force, was badly wounded 
at Nawagai. 

From 1898 to 1903 General Wode- 
house served successively as presi- 
dent of the Indian districts of Ben- 
gal, Secunderabad, Lahore and 
Rawal Pindi. After having a com- 
mission at the War Office in Lon- 
don, he was appointed in 1907 Gover- 
nor of Bermuda, being succeeded in 
1908 by Gen. F. W. Kitchener, 
brother of Lord Kitchener. During 
the later years of his life he was the 
general officer commanding the 
Northern Army of India. 

General Wodehouse was created a 
Companion of the Bath in 1889, a 
Companion of §t. Michael and St. 
George in 1890, a Knight Commander | 
of the Bath in 1908 and a Knight of 
the Grand Cross of the Bath in 1913. 

He married in 1885 Constance, 
daughter of Sir Charles D’Aguilar, 
who died the next year. In 1901 he 
married Mary Joyce Sitwell.

Two years later he 
was retained to assist the prosecu- 
tion in the Lexow committee investi- 
gation. In 1897 he was named by W. 
M. K, Olcott as a Deputy Assistant 
District Attorney. Previously. he had 
taken part in drawing up the plans 
for the consolidation of the greater 
city. 

After four years of private prac- 
tice, Mr. Perkins was appointed 
Deputy District Attorney in 1902, 
and two years later was made Assis- 
tant District Attorney. During the 
thirteen years that he held the latter 
office, he had charge of the bureau 
of indictments and extradition, and 
prepared more than 75,000 indict- 
ments for grand jury consideration. 

On the election of District Attorney 
Charles S. Whitman in 1914 as Gov- 
ernor, Mr. Perkins was appointed 
District Attorney of New York 
County, assuming office on Jan. 1, 
1915. During the year of his incum- 
bency he obtained a record number 
of convictions of notorious gang 
leaders. In the campaign of that 
year he received the Republican 
nomination for re-election to office 
over Frank Moss, but was defeated 
in the election by Judge Edward 
Swann. 

He then entered private practice 
in partnership with Arthur Train, 
the author, later joining the firm of 
Perkins, Malone & Washburn, in 
which he continued until his death.

No Cut in Interest Rates.

Pittston Co., Controlled by Van |

The Erie Railroad announced yes- | 
terday a plan for divestment of its | 
chief anthracite coal properties, the | 


value of which has been estimated | 


the Pittston Company has been 
formed in Delaware. It will lease | 
the anthracite properties, which are | 
operated by the Pennsylvania Coal | 
Company and the Hillside Coal and | 
Iron Company, owned by the Erie. | 
Details of the plan indicate that O. 
P. and M. J. Van Sweringen, who | 
control the Erie, will have a con-| 
trolling interest in the Pittston Com- | 
pany. 

The Erie will offer $21,502,000 of | 
stock in the Pittston Company to; 
Erie stockholders on _ designated} 
terms. This method is a contrast to 
that followed by the Lackawanna, 
the Reading and other railroads in | 
coal property segregation. Those 
railroads distributed to their stock- 
holders shares in companies formed | 
to acquire their coal roperties. | 
Under the Erie’s plan, Erie stock- | 
holders will pay for stock in the 
company formed to lease their coal 
properties. 


To Underwrite Shares, 


The Van Sweringens and other in- 
terests have undertaken to subscribe 
to their quota of shares in the Pitt- 
eton Company and will underwrite 
shares not bought. The Pittston 
Company will pay the fees of the 
syndicate, but the Van Sweringens 
will make no charge for the propor- 
tion they take. 

The Pittston Company will have 
authorized capital of 2,500,000 shares 
of no-par common stock, all of which 
will have equal voting and other 
rights. To finance the acquisition 
of certain unnamed companies, the 
Pittston Company will offer 1,075,100 
of these shares at $20 each to Erie | 
stockholders of record Jan. 28 in the 
ratio of one Pittston share for each 
two shares of Erie first preferred, 
send preferred or common stock 
held. 

Assignable warrants for purchase 
of Pittston stock will be maiied to 
Erie stockholders soon after Jan. 28. 
They will call for payment of Pitt- 
ston shares within thirty days of 
their issuance. t 

The Erie management said that it 
‘“‘will compietely separate the Erie 
Railroad Company from any interest 
in the coal mined from the proper- 
ties of the Pennsylvania Coal Com- 
pany and the Hillside Coal and Iron | 
Company and transported by the 
Erie Railroad Company.” 

The new company will lease the 
coal properties for twenty-five years, 
with option of renewal, and will pur- 
chase coal mined on the payment of | 
royalties. It is estimated that the 
coal company will have an outlet of 
upward of 5,000,000 tons of anthra- 
cite annually and that this total will 
be increased. 

The Pittston Company, which has 
broad corporate powers, has as its 
chief purpose the mining and dis- 
tributing of anthracite from’ the 
fields controlled by the Erie. It has 
contracted to buy control of certain 
companies, al] but one of which dis- 
tribute coal. The exception controls 
companies of which some are en- 
gaged in this business. The object 
of the acquisitions is to provide for 
additional distribution of coal. 

Michael Gallagher, president of the 
Pittston Company, said economies 
not now possible would be realized 
by unifying the mining and distribu- 
tion of coal. He estimated that, ex- 
clusive of such economies, earnings 
for 1929. with December estimated, | 
of the two Erie coal companies and 
the distributing companies to be ac- 
quired applicable to Pittston stock 
were equal to about $3 a share, or 
15 per cent of the subscription price 
to Erie stockholders.

W. W. Atterbury, president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, issued yes- 
terday a statement in which he} 
favored an equal division of the cost 
of eliminating grade crossings be-| 
tween the railroads and public au- 
thorities. The announcement was 
made in connection with the message | 
of Governor Larson of New Jersey. 

Mr. Atterbury’s statement follows | 
in part: 
“I have read with great interest | 


| Governor Larson's annual message 
to the Legislature of New Jersey. No 
| portion of this message is of great- 





| er importance or of wider public in- | 
|terest than the Governor's brief, but 


| very clear, discussion of the grade 
‘crossing situation. It affects all) 
| users of automobiles, all other per-| 
|}sons who on foot or otherwise use 
| grade crossings, all patrons of the 
railroads, all owners of stocks or 
bonds of the New Jersey rail lines, 
and the managements of all rail 
| systems serving the State. In fact, 
it concerns practically every one 
who is a resident of the State, who 
traverses it by rail or highway, or 
who has any financial interest there- 
| in. 

‘‘Governor Larson takes the posi- 
tion, and I think quite correctly, 
that New Jersey has lagged behind 
| other commonwealths in providing 
| legislation for the equitable division 
| of grade crossing removal costs be- 
tween the railroads and the public. 
He quotes the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners as having in 
two successive annual reports de- 
clared this condition unsatisfactory. 
He directs attention to the fact that 
the Legislature of 1929 enacted a law 
providing for an equal apportion- 
ment of grade crossing removal costs 
between the railroads and _ the 


| public, but applying to State high- 


ways, only; also that the committee | 
which framed this bill was con- 
tinued, and was directed to report, 
at the session now opening, upon | 
the question of extending a similar 


| basis of apportionment to all other 


public highways. 

‘‘Governor Larson’s language leaves 
no doubt that he hopes means will be | 
found for such an extension of the 
existing law. With this conclusion 
the Pennsylvania Railroad manage- 
ment is heartily in accord, and as far 
as my observation extends, the man- 
agements of the other railroads are 
also. 

“In the last two decades neither 
the number of trains moving over 
grade crossings, nor their speed, has 
materially increased. In many cases 
the numbers of trains have been re- 
duced. The increase in the use of 
highways by motor vehicles, how- 
ever, has been enormous and the 
number of vehicles moving over the 
crossings now exceeds by many 
times the number of trains. 

‘‘The railroads are the largest tax- 
and their con- 
tributions to the public treasury, 
through this means, are largely used 
for highway extensions resulting in 
a further increase in automobile 
traffic. 

‘Under these conditions, an equal 
division of the cost of removal of 
existing grade crossings, where such 
work is required in the public in- 
terest, is more than fair from the 
public viewpoint. A law applying 
this principle not merely to a special 
class of highways, but to all classes, 
would greatly simplify grade cross- 


| ing removal problems and permit the 
| work to proceed, with minimum dif- 


ficulty, at an annual rate of expen- 
diture so adjusted as not to burden 
unduly either the railroads or the 
public.’”’

MUNSON REPLIES 
TO DAVIS'S ATTACK 


Declares His Line Operates Only 
Three Vessels Under 
Foreign Registry. 


HE CHARGES UNFAIRNESS

Frank C. Munson, president of the 
Munson Steamship Line, which was 
the principal target for the attack | 
of Representative Erwin L. Davis, | 
of Tennessee in an address in the 


House on ocean mail contracts, said 
yesterday that his line owns only 
three ships under foreign registry. 
Their aggregate deadweight tonnage | 
is 18,000 and the total deadweight | 
tonnage of the Munson ships is 
260,000, he said. 

Mr. Davis made his attack while 
discussing 2 bill under which con- 
tracts for the transportation of mail 
would be denied to companies oper- 
ating any foreign-flag ships in com- 

etition with American flag ships. | 
Ecoisintion is needed, he said to per-, 
mit effectual operation of the mer-| 
chant marine act of 1928. 

“Some steamship lines,’’ he said, | 
“having valuable mail contracts 
while technically qualifying as ‘citi-| 
zens of the United States,’ yet oper-| 
ate the major portion of their ships | 
under foreign flags, frequently in| 
competition with ships owned by | 
American citizens and flying the 
American flag.’’ 

Mr. Munson issued his statement 
yesterday as a reply to Mr. Davis 
and charged that the Represenia- 
tive’s statements in Congress were | 
‘“‘unfair and need correction to put us 
in the proper light before the pub- | 
lic.”” Mr. Davis charged that some of 
the companies seeking mail contracts 
did not operate more than 10 per 
cent of their total tonnage under the | 
American flag. Mr. Munson’s reply 
was in part as follows: 

“Evidently Mr. Davis’s concern is 
based upon the competition which 
the Munson Line is offering the Miss- 
issippi Shipping Company, operating 
out of the Gulf for a mail contract be- 
tween Gulf ports and South America, 
but in defending the Mississippi Ship- 
ping Company Mr. Davis should con- 
fine himself to facts. Instead of the 
Munson Line owning 10 per cent 
American and 90 per cent foreign- 
flag ships we own 93 per cent Amer- 
ican and seven per cent foreign. 

“The Munson Line is not seeking 
to deprive the Mississippi Company 
of the mail contract. We have been 
willing to have two contracts ar- 
ran the Gulf-South American 
service so that instead of having one 
sailing a month to Brazil and two 
sailings a month to the Argentine 
there should be four sailings a month 
to Brazi! and four to Argentina. This 
would double the sailings to the 
Argentine and quadruple the sailings 
to Brazil. 

‘“‘The Munson Line has agreed to 
build 16-knot combination passenger 
and freight vessels for this service, 
thus giving the Gulf a_ position 
second to no other section in export 
facilities. The Mississippi Company 
has been seeking not only to obtain 
the mail contract for the benefit 
of its present fleet of ten-knot 
steamers, but does not wish a second | 
contr made with any other com- 
pany. It is content to make its 
thirty-six sailings per annum in ten- 
knot and let the outside 
foreign ships which now make 
about fifty-five sailings a year 
handle an increased volume of busi- 
ness.’’ 

The Munson Line has been operat- 
ing from the Gulf to the east coast 
of South America since 1912 and has 
built several liners for the trade. It 
also operates four fast express pas- 
senger and freight vessels between 
New York and South America. Mr. 
Munson said yesterday that he has 
encountered keen foreign competi- 
tion on both routes.
